THE  PRtXirUE  TO  INVASION 

The  GermAtift  fear  an  Inraalon  of  their  occupied 
lands  and  they  are.  making  studied  attempU  to 
persuade  their  people  that  such  a venture  would 
be  defeated,  l^e  main  argumenU  they  adduce 
are  summarlxed  by  the  Berlin  correspondent  of 
The  Stockholm  Oagena  Nyheter.  He  says;  "In 
the  first  place  there  exists  no  harbor  on  the  whole 
coast  of  Europe  where  the  Engliih  can  land  un- 
oppoaad;  secondly,  wherever  the  coast  la  under 
German  control  It  la  guarded  to  a degree  which 
makes  a successful  landing  Impossible.  In  the 
third  place,  even  If  a landing  did  succeed  locally. 
It  would  be  doomed  to  early  liquidation,  as  new 
roads  have  been  built  In  the  coastal  areas,  so  that 
German  relnforcemenU  can  be  dispatched  from 
centres  Inland  at  great  speed.  In  the  fourth 
place,  every  landing  must  be  undertaken  with 
extremely  strong  forces  and  a great  deal  of 
material,  for  which  sufficient  tonnage  la  not 
available.*' 

This,  and  much  other  comment  of  recent  weeks. 
Illustrates  how  conditions  have  changed  since 
tTi#  Autumn  of  IMO  when  the  Battle  of  Britain 
was  fought  and  won  and  a German  invasion  of 
the  Brlttah  Isles  was  prevented.  The  boot  Is  on 
the  other  foot  now.  It  is  Germany  that  fears 
Invasion  and  she  has  cause  to.  even  greater  cause 
than  Great  Brltam  had  twenty  months  ago  Now 
the  strength  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  has  been 
increased  and  U Increasing  almost  immeasurably. 
The  scale  and  tempo  of  the  air  raids  on  Germany 
and  on  German  occupied  territory  are  greater 
than  any  the  Luftwaffe  was  able  to  engage  in 
when  the  overwhelming  superiority  In  attack  lay 
with  the  Naais.  To  meet  the  devastating  blows  be- 
ing struck  at  her  key  induitrles,  at  her  naval  and 
military  establishments,  nearly  half  the  strength 
of  the  Luftwaffe  is  maintained  In  the  West  Of 
Ihe  remainder  a percentage  has  to  be  kept  In  the 
Mediterranean  area  and  what  Is  left  U all  that 
can  be  used  In  the  Russian  campaign  Thus 
both  the  Libyan  campaign  and  Great  Britain  ! 
gathering  air  offensive  In  the  West  are  giving 
most  subsUnUal  aid  to  tlie  ability  of  Russia  to 
meet  any  new  German  offensive. 

That  u not  all  Because  of  the  threat  of  inva- 
won  Germany  has  to  maintain  perhaps  more 
than  a million  and  a half  of  her  best  fighting 
troops  in  the  West  and  to  keep  with  them  all 
ihelr  merhanlcal  equipment.  The  result  u that 
the  Naxls  cannot  throw  anything  like  their  full 
Mrength  agam.^L  Ruasla  That  is  one  reason  why 
the  proml.sed  offensive  in  the  East  on  the  scale 
foreshadowed  has  not  eventuated  this  Spring: 
the  reason  why  llerr  Hitler  sliould  have  intimated 
in  his  latest  speech  that  It  has  been  postponed 
until  Summer  By  Summer.  Great  Britain,  and 
perhaps  the  United  Slates  as  well,  will  be  pounc 
Ihg  Germany  from  Ihe  air  with  an  ever  Imrcai 
Ing  Inlensily.  There  u a possibility  that  before 
Winter  comes  the  Nazi  war  machine  may  be  so 
badly  paralysed  that  the  Russians  can  engineer 
an  offensive  on  their  entire  front.
